INTERVIEW WITH MR. 4, JAMIEYON. 

Mr. George Jamieson, C.M.G.. who hes spent 
the greater part of his life in China, where ‘he 
entored the diplomatic sarvjce in 1864, con- 
cluding his work as Consul-General of Shang. 
hai about two years ago, hus given me his 
interpretation of the present ontluok in China, 
write a Daily Chronicle representative. 

“My view. upon the general question,” he 
said, “is thut the present revolt is the last 
effort of u dying cause. It isan effort on the 
part of the Empreass-Dowuager and the older 
Conservative Manchu clique to maintain o 
yower which they feel is passing from their 
‘geakp. There is nothing now in an insur- 
rection of the: Boxers, or the Righteous Har- 
qnony.. Fists, or of the Great Sword Society. 
In every province in China thero is a large 
population usally kept down by the strong 
arm of thé law, always ready to'‘join in any 
movement for plunder. With a little oneow 
agement from the authorities they-soon become | 
formidable, Their weakness consists in this: 
they have neither money, arms, organisation, 
nor leaders. Therofore, they could have beon 
put down by the Chinese Governmentuat very 
short notice if it had so chosen. In defiance of 
all the plightel faith of treaties, the Dowager- 
Empzess threw all the weight of ‘the Chinese 
soldiery into the sedle with the Boxers. Her 
hand was forced; and I do not believe she cox- 
templated all the horrible results. 

Do you consider the ‘invasion* of Rusia 
part of n preconceived plan ?” 

“No, I imagine it is a separate movement on 
the part of the mob, the result of the disor- 
ganisod state of the country. In recent years 
the Russians have been working hard at their 
Siberian -railway from Stretensk to Viadi- 
vostok, having obtained permission. from the 
-Chinese Government to ran it through 
Chinese: territory. In Manchuria- the - fav- 
our has been gruated to-allow Cossacks to 
police the line. The. men may have roughly 
handled the Chinese, who are now retaliating. 
Of course it. yives the Russian Government ao 
plausible’ oxcure for war;. which will probably 
result in a readjustment of territory, But pro- 
vided the integrity of theeighteen Chinese pro- 
vinces’ proper aro preserved, the Powers will 
scarcely objéet to Russia taking 2 portion of 
Manchuria so as to. throw the whole of her rail- 
ways within Russian lend.” .

JAPAN AND COREA.

But it will not long romain’ 
in good working order. It will want continual 
repairing; and I would not sleep very sound at 
nights if I were the trafic manager responsible 
for the safety of the trains. 
WILL NOT TAKE HEAVY-TRAFFIC. 

. “The line has been laid with 48Ib. rails, and 
that alone prevents heavy trafic running over 
it. In India we have tried as low as Z5lb. rails, 
but found oven them too light; and they are 
quickly being replaced by heavier. ‘Tho Russian 
authorities will find that the whole of their 48Ib. 


rails muat go. 


“If you have light rails, the -one thing you 
must do is to have very long and strong sleepers. 
On the Trans-Baikal Railway it was impossible 
to import sleepers, on account of cost, and-the 
timber growing olong the line of route had to 
be used. This is short, scrubby, and ‘makes 
green, sappy sleepers, the very worst kind. : 

“When your lines are light and your sleepers 
sre bad; haves thoroughly well ballasted ronda. 

In 
short, you; hava. three, requirements’ for 2 good 
track—heavy rails, good sleepers, and well bal-

“But this is not-all. . Tho demand for econo- 
my has Jed to cutting everything to the finest 
possible point. For instanes, we allow for a 
line of rails four feeteight inches wide a banked 
rond at least sixteon fest wide at ‘the top. In 
Siberia, for s five fest line, they cut the banked 
rosd down in places to twelve feet, Tho con- 
boquence is that when rains come part of these 
banks will be washed down, and the line will in 
time .give way. “Again, in taking tho line 
through hills, a sharp ontting has been mide 
along-the slope. ‘The slope of there hills is the 
‘angio_made by nature towards the bed of the 
river. In altering thie no attempt has been 
made.to adjust the slope: to the now cutting. 
That would often mean tremendous work, going 
far up thé hill. But the slope will naturally 


vad just iteelf by filling up the cuttings with fall- 


ing rooks, and thus continually stopping the line. 

"My view is, though I know T am less hope- 

| fol’ than mony, thet it will occupy four. and a 
half years to complete the line, and will cost at 
least’ twonty millions: more to put in o first-class 
condition.”
